in Mr. island's opinion, be only waste 
of ytinie, inasmuch as there is no inten- 
tion on the part pi any members of the 
committee to modify the bill in accord- 
ance with the suggestions made by the 
president in his message, or .indeed, tc 
make any change whatever. Moreover, 
it is not the custom to make alterations 
in a bill returned without the approval 
of the president, when it is proposed 
to attempt to pass the .bill over a 
veto.

Mr. Bland is not sanguine of success. 


Indeed, none of the silver men are. 


• 'When'the measure originally, passed 
the house the vote stood, yeas, 108; 
nays, 1U9, a, majority of 30. This ia 
.very far from two^thirds, and the hope- 
lessness of the effort is apparent even 
to 51r. Biand, who concedes that the 
veto will not he-overcome. 


It may be worthy of notice in this 


connection to state that the Bland 
seigniorage bill had but-eleveh major- 
ity when it passed the senate. The 
purpose of Mr. Bland, therefore,. is 
Bimply to afford an opportunity to him- 
self and followers to goon record'a» 
steadfast to the principle involved in 
'the.sefgniorage bill. 


As'to the free' coinage bill which he 


•will .bring before the house in the fu 
ture, Mr. Bland has"an expectation that 
he will receive sufficient support to 
send it to the senate, but this opinion 
is not shared-by other silver men, who 
feel it is useless to attempt such legis 
lation in the face of .the president's dec- 
laration that he will .sig-n no bill for 
the increased use of silver unless au- 
theirity is given^for the issue "of bonds 
to strengthen the.gold reserve. 


There is, however, an agreement 


among silver men /upon one point, and 
that is their opposition to the passage 
of any bill which will-sanction an issue 
of 
bonds. 
The Bailey, resolution, 


which is practically,;-an 
injunction 


against a, bond issiieby the secretary of 
the treasury,' is'hoid in reserve ready to 
be pressed to passage the moment leg- 
islation in "favor of bond issue is at- 
tempted. 


As to the threat of the disappointed 


silver men in the house to defeat the 
tariff bill by adding 
free 
coinage 


amendments Mr. Bland is very em- 
phatic. 


"To attempt to put a free coinage 


amendment on the^ tariff," said he Fri- 
day, 
"would be an outrage and a crime. 


It would do no good and would simply 
result in the defeat of the tariff bill 
and its free coinage amendment." 


That such an attempt will be made 


in the senate, notwithstanding Mr. 
Eland's dechira-tio'n, is certain, how- 
ever, and introduction-of this question 
will afford no opportunity for a pro- 
longed discussion, which will add to 
the many delays which the tariff bil 
must experience.

The usual boxes set in windows on 


a. broad shelf or a bench have mani- 
fest disadvantages', inasmuch as they 
aro liable to be tipped over and to 
warp with the constant wettings neces- 
sary for the growth of the plants in 
them. Then, too, if more water is 
used than the earth will absorb kind- 
ly, there will be the drip, drip—drip- 
ping so trying to a careful Martha's 
soul. The illustration given here docs 
away with'all these difficulties; It is 
fitted to the window sill and supported 
by strong iron brackets, and is vir- 
tually immovable. 
A zinc tank is 


fitted into the box and prevents any 
leakage at all. It can be made easily 
at any tinsmith's and with small ex- 
pense. It is well to have the sides of 
the box widened out into shelves for 
the accommodation of any small pots

. ;Ro matter what political party may 
bo in power the men who seek office 
and fail to procure official recognition 
i-sturn to their homes with hearts full 
of enmity towards their congressmen, 
their senators and towards all the po- 
litical world. They con over in their 
dreams as well as in their waking 
hours the 
withered 
hopes, bitter, 


burning- wrongs they have within their 
hearts'hot cells shutnp, until their en- 
tire 
natures become misanthropic. 


They who return to their homes are 
unhappy indeed, until they resume the 
daily avocations of life. But the other 
side of the officeseekcr's existence is 
seen upon the streets of this city daily 
in the persons of those who have come 
to Washington to procure office, have 
failed in their object ami. 'are ashamed 
to return to their homes for fear that 
Borne of their companions may jibe at 
them. 


There are more discontented people 


within the. limits ;of this city than in 
any other community of its size in, tho 
world. The people who come here on 
hopes outnumber the 
people who 


go to Europe on boats. During tho 
first year of every administration there 
must be not less 10,000 people who come 
to this city in the expectation of re- 
ceiving' some sort of position on the 
government pay roll; and from 500 to 
1,000 out" of that number usually re- 
main in the city ever afterwards. Tho 
majority of those who remain here are 
composed mainly of the aspiring poli- 
ticians 
who came to Washington 


orig-inally for the purpose of receiving 
important appointments in. the depart- 
ment 
of 
state, 
such as minister 


plenipotentiary, 
consul general or 


consular agent to some foreign conn- 
try. 
The men who aspire to the most 


prominent positions are the men who 
are ashamed to return to their homes, 
and hence remain here until they be- 
come almost, 'if not quite, objects of 
charity; although they become objects 
of pity early in every season. When 
they come, each of them is . somewhat 
like Mr. Wilkins Micawberj and, while 
paying hotel bills and other incidental 
expenditures, they are "waiting1 for 
something to turn up." 
These people 


do not come here in droves. 
They 


come trickling into Washington by 
day and by night, and the pity is that 
they do not trickle out again. 


The postmaster general is the man 


most besieged by these people as long 
as they have any hopes. This is be- 
cause seven-eighths of all the offices are 
under that control of that cabinet offi- 
cer. The late Postmaster General Wana- 
maker had au experience which was 
unique. In a little town not far from 
Washington city, there were three lady 
candidates for the post office,.and all 
three of them came in to see the post- 
master general. One was about 35, un- 
married, and somewhat masculine in 
appearance. Another was fair, fat and 
forty, aud the third a pretty brunette 
not moro than twenty-five years of 
age. Now, instead of each one com- 
ing and presenting her letters and rec- 
ommendations and then going home 
to await the outcome, they would come 
In all together every day, wait for a

chance to see th« postmaster general, 
and then all talk at once. Eoss. tho 
colored messenger who stands at the 
door, is authority for the statement 
that the candidates would appear one 
by one, each evidently not wanting- 
eitherof the others to get a word with 
Mr. Wanamaker 
alone. 
When all 


three arrived they would descend on 
the postmaster general in a bunch. 
Finally the fat one gave out and went 
home. 
Then 
the 
remaining 
two 


woiked thing's for awhile, but the 
funds, of the elder were running low, 
and the young one alone remained. A 
few weeks later she went home disap- 
pointed to all'appearances, for ayouug 
man was finally appointed, whereupon 
the last one to leave promptly married 
the young man, and theyall three sent 
cards to Sir. Wanamaker. 


These ladies were wise enough to 


leave the national capital before their 
money gave out. If they had been 
men, 
at least one of them would have 


remained until his last penny was 
spent. The chief of police here says 
that he has many applications for 
transportation home from men who 
claim to. have been promised positions 
under this administration, hut who 
come here only to find that they must 
go home at their own expense. The 
wives of the members of congress have 
the hardest kind of times with office- 
seekers, and now and then are brought 
into exceedingly mortifying- positions 
through the machinations of female 
office-hunters. These peculiar people 
autond the public receptions of the 
wive* of congressmen, make acquaint- 
ances there, exchange visiting cards, 
entur the social swim,.and soon secure 
enoug-h indorsements to get into office. 
It often happens that, by means of ac« 
quaintaaces thus loosely formed, tha 
wives of prominent men get them- 
selves talked about; for they some- 
times meet people and talk with them 
on the streets when tiny should not 
know snch persons at all.. 


All of the ' officeseekers, however, 


do not come from the sUitss and ter- 
ritories. 
The District of Columbia 


has more than her q'uotit in govern- 
ment omces. Nearly all of the office 
holders who are aaoointerf .from this 


city are women, and they number noi 
less than 3,000. 
Very many of these 


ladies are anxious to have their sous 
or daughters also employed4 by the 
government. With this end in view 
they besiege congressmen and sen- 
ators until they succeed. Many of the 
residents of Washington have enough 
to live on and went a government job 
to enable them to live more comfor- 
tably. 
Congressman 
Milliken, 
of 


Maine; Bailey, of Te\as; Tracey, of 
New York, and Barter, of Ohio, are 
the favorite targets for applications on 
account of their readiness to listen to

the various tales of woe. 
On an aver- 


ago these gentlemen have from six to 
ten callers a day, who are anxious to 
draw salary from the government. 
The local oiKceseekers care nothing' 
for geography, amv do not bothe'r 
themselves as to whether or not they 
nre constituents of the congressmen or 
senators to whom they apply. 


The unfortunate men who have come 


here and spent tlieir substance and 
who do not want to go home again do 
not frequent our churches, Svinday 
schools, prayer 
meetings nor 
pur 


Youncr Men's Christian association 
rooms. They hang- around the hotel 
lobbies and barrooms, trying- to make 
themselves 
agreeable to statesmen 


and politicians, until their clothes be- 
come, shiny, their trousers and coats 
become fringed, and their shoes are 
run down at the heel. Daring the win- 
ter months, the night sessions of the 
house are picnics for these shabby- 
genteel fellows, for the .galleries are 
open to all. and the warmth of,the 
place is proverbial for tho tired and 
sleepy classes of homeless wanderers 
in the political labyrinth. J 


Some of these of men have wtvcs^and 


children at home. They were prosper- 
ous, once; but now, while the hus- 
band and father wanders about the 
national capital,' hungry and ill-clad, 
his condition is reflected in the shabby 
appearance of the deserted wife and 
children. The former cannot go to 
church and the latter cannot go to 
school, because of the lack of shoes or 
clothing- or both. . Whilo the unfortu- 
nate office-seeker learns the -meaning 
of the pangs of hunger, his family Jn a 
once happy home might starve but for 
the little acts of kindness which are 
done ' so tenderly by neighbors, who 
want to be helpful without humiliating1 
the mother and children with the feel- 
ing that they are objects of charity. 
With this picture before you, do not 
let any man you lpyer°r respect come 
to Washington in quest of nn office. 
If your senator or representative can- 
not secure and send a commission of 
appointment, it would be folly to come 
to the national capital. 


Secretary Gresliam has had a hard 


time of it with the officeseekers. Very 
many of them c6me from Indiana, and 
not a few of them nre republicans who 
think'they should have'office as a re- 
ward for services rendered when Gen. 
Gresham was a leader in that party. 
While thousands, of old soldiers have 
written to him for offices, not loss than 
five hundred of his army comrades 
have called at the department of state 
to urge their clairas in person. A score 
or more of them are wandering- our 
streets to-day, wifihout visible msans 
of support, and with no money for the 
purpose of paying their transportation 
home.

The assistant secretary of the navy, 


Mr. MeAdoo, used to be a popular 
member of the house of representa- 
tives, from New Jersey. It is only six 
or seven hours' ride by rail from Ms 
old Congressional district to the na- 
tional capital, and his former con- 
stituents have swooped'clown- upon 
Mr. MeAdoo demanding".places in the 
navy department.

able. The wise man will go about his 
business, letting well enough alone. 
The fanatics and fools of our commun- 
ities will still go on seeking office, 
and will give no heed to these words 
of wisdom.

We now go back to 1848 and will en- 


dea.vor to give a connected though brief 
outline of the Democratic publications 
which' have flourished in Portsmouth, 
and which might be considered as fore- 
runners of our o-.»n TIMES. 
- '"The Portsmouth Inquirer" appeared 
as a Democratic journal April .0, 1848, 
with Edward Jordan and James M. 
Ashiey as editors. There was evident- 
ly two vouch brains in charge and- after 
issuing two numbers they , dissolved. 
Both of these men- afterward became 
prominent in office and both changed 
'.heir politics. Jordan became solicitor 
of the treasury under Lincoln, and Jim 
Ashley became the well known con- 
gressman from the Toledo (O.) district. 
The "Democratic Inquirer" was pub- 
lished by Francis Cleveland (uncle of 
President Cleveland) for many years a 
prominent figure in Portsmouth — and 
Jacob Miller; then by Cleveland & 
Pearce ;'jthen by Alexander Pearce, and 
then by George W. Nelson, who con- 
tinued "ils-publH-:3,tion up to June, 1855. 


In the me'aritimefthe first number of 


th<> "Daily Portsmouth Dispatch" was 
issued by Cleveland & Miller on 
the 


iilst of November, 1849, from the office 
of - the 
Inquirer, 
and 
its 
pub- 


lication was Continued up to October, 
1855, by the same parties who published 
the Inquirer, as given above. 
The 


office was in the second story of the 
brick building on Market street, south 
of Second, now occupied by Jas. A. 
Maxwell, dealer in grain. 


The Inquirer and Daily Dispatch 


.were discontinued in 1855, and the Ohio 
Pennant, was substituted for them by 
Geo.W; Nelson and Ed. Horrell.the lat- 
ter soon retiring from 'the tripod.

was' afterward published by 15ickley.& 
Nelson, and on the loth of February, 
1850, these gentlemen ushered into the 
world the "Daily Democratic Pennant," 
with G.W. L.Bickley as editor. Bir.k- 
leywas a dashing fellow and afterward 
figured as the leader and organizer

to 


catch the popular breeze, and on the 
30th day of May, 1850 it was hauled 
down and laid away.

World In Thl»'J'eculmrlty. . 


The period of .''.twilight shortens 


toward the 'equator and lengthens 
toward the poles. In other words, the 
less the thickness of air through which; 
the rays of the Betting sun have to pass 
the sooner dnrkness comes. From this 
it naturally follows that the region of 
the shortest t\vilig-ht is the one: which 
is situated nearest to the equator and 
at the greatest elevation. 
, These two conditions are combined 
in the reg-ion in which stands Quito, 
the capital of Ecuador. This plateau 
is nine thousand four hundred and 
forty-two feet above the level of the 
sea; it is also surrounded by moun- 
tains, twenty peaks, eleven of which 
rise beyond the snow line, being- vis- 
ible from the streets of the city. 
Added to this it IB only fifteen miles 
south of'the equator; hence it has a 
shorter twilight than any other spot 
on the equator, partly .because of the

From the depths of. the earth, from

Some time ago a railroad disaster oc- 


curred—even more .horrible than the 
usual tragedy of this kind—and the 
cars, piled up on each other, took fire. 
The heat was .so great that! no one 
could approach the wreck. Then it 
was learned that several people, hope- 
lessly pinned between broken timbers, 
were being' slowly burned to death. 
This awful fuel was not announced 03' 
oaths or by frantic cries for help,-but 
by the chords of a hymn that reached 
the stricken crowd. 


Started by a masculine voice—some 


thoug-ht it the engineer's—the sacred 
song was taken UD by another, and 
then another, until the chorus swelled 
above the horrors of the scene: 


E'en ihouKh H be across 
That ralsoth me— 


Soon one voice dropped away, and then 
anotiier, and then the third, so that 
the agonized bystanders knew the very 
moment when the sufferers had passed 
into unconsciousness. / 


One of the most beautiful examples 


of the power of Christian song occurred 
at the fall of the Pemberton mills in 
Lawrence, 
Mass., many years ago. 


Suddenly, without warning, in the 
afternoon of a January day, the mill 
collapsed. It was filled with opera- 
tires. The ruins caught fire. Over 
eighty people were entrapped among 
the -.bourns and girders, and. were 
crushed, suffocated, or burned to death. 


After the first cries for help,'and the 


first wails of agony, when thehopeiess- 
ness of their position became mani- 
fest 
to 
them, 
the 
doomed 
girls 


began to sing. Hymn after hymn 
rose 
from 
their 
parched 'threats. 


Voice after voice broke and was si- 
lenced. '-Shall we gather,->ttheriver?" 
"Rock of AgeSl cleft for me," rose dis- 
tinctly above the roar of the flames. 
Thus the poor girls sang their way into 
death, by the sacred words that -they 
had sung at church and Sunday-school, 
at home and among their looms. 


The power of a Christian hymn has 


been one of the great beneficent forfes 
in human life. It is almost impossible 
to overestimate it. Literature and art 
and oratory influence the emotions and 
conduct of men. 
Noble poetry haunts 


and inspires us. 'But in the trying 
crisis of life—in temptation, or misfor- 
tune, or sickness, or sorrow, or even 
death—myriads of souls have been com- 
forted and helped by the .sustaining in- 
fluence of Christian song. 


Many a boy, in his first battle with 


the evil of the world; has been morally 
arrestsd and saved from rain; by the 
accident of hearing in a critical mo- 
ment t'.e strains of some dear old hymn, 
often sung in .Sunday-school, or with 
mothers and sisters on a Sunday night 
in the deur old home. "That is music 
v> live by'."—Youth's Companion.

It is equally true of our service 
of God; it is blessed when love to Him is 
deep nnd strongv Goethe's dying words 
were: "More light^" , Our words of life 
are: "llore love." 


Returning Home.—In some way Ood 


spoke to Jacob, and summoned him to 
return home ;(ai:8). His present life 
was but an episode, a preparation. Ilis 
true position was that of heir of the 
promises, the inheritor of the promised 
laud, the channel for'thn kingdom of 
God. 
He must not stay too long away. 


He may become perverted in his re- 
ligious life. He had learned all he 
could here. "Jacob was becoming- too 
contented in that strange land. Like 
Ulysses and his crow, he vras in dan- 
ger of forgetting the land of his birth, 
and the promises of which he was 
heir."—Meyer. Circumstances pointed 
in the same direction. Life with La- 
ban's family was becoming.a serious 
trial. He could no longer live in peace 
with him.

The Hour of Need.—Jacob left La-

(1) He left Laban secret- 
ly, fearing that he would refuse to let 
Rachel and Leah go with him, and 
that his flocks and herds would be de- 
tained.

would make Laban dislike him. We 
do not like those we have wronged. 
Then he had indulged in many sharp 
practices toward Laban. That also 
would make Laban hostile to him. 
Laban pursued after him, but finally 
they'made a covenant of peace, arid 
that danger was over.

trouble was from his brother Esau, 
who had become a wealthy chieftain, 
and whose territory lay between Jac6b 
and his home. As he drew near Pales- 
tine, on his way to the fords of the 
Jordan, he sent messengers to his 
brother; but no answer was returned 
save that Esau was coming to meet 
him with four hundred trained sol- 
diers- lie was exeedingly afraid arid 
distressed.

In the sixteenth century the, system 


of shivery was fast disappearing from 
western Europe a.s being inconsistent 
with their duty for Christians to hold 
Christians as slaves. 'But thid charity 
did not extend to heathens and infi- 
dels'. In the latter part of the seven- 
teenth century the African slave trade 
was considered the moat profitable 
part of British commerce. New Eng- 
land naturally followed the lead of 
older countries, and her-exchange for 
humanity of rum, molasses and other 
commodities acceptable on the Guinea 
and Gold coasts began. 


In 1833, says Harper's Magazine, 


Samuel Maverack, of Massachusetts, 
bought African slaves, and in 1050 "a 
neager mayde 25£" appears in an in- 
ventory in Hartford. Ere long every 
well-to-do family had its quota of ne- 
groes for necessary domestic service 
and labor on the "plantation" of the; 
northern agriculturist, cot in large 
numbers, as later, on the cotton plan- 
tations of the south, but one or two, or 
even seven or eight in a family. 


The slaves imported were of various 


colors, 
tribes 
and physiognomies. 


Some were jet black, -with features ap- 
proaching those of the European; some 
were of a tawny yellow, with flat 
noses and projecting jaws. These lat- 
ter, coming from the delta of the 
Kiger, were noted for an indomitable 
capaci'.y for endurance, and therefore 
esteemed the best slaves. A few were 
Mohammedans, among whom were oc- 
casionally found persons of some edu- 
cation, who knew Arabic and could 
read the Koran. But the great mass 
were pagans, in a condition of gross 
barbarism.

There is a eanal in England .which 


cost eighty thousand pounds to con- 
struct, and was recently sold for one 
hundred pounds.
